Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen. 

In  presenting  to  you  my  report  for  1941  I  have  great  pleasure 
in  stating  that  despite  all  domestic  and  other  disturbances  con¬ 
sequent  upon  the  upheaval  of  a  state  of  war,  the  public  health  has 
remained  remarkably  good.  In  my  own  recollection  I  have  not 
anywhere  come  across  instances  of  under-nourishment  as  a  result 
of  war  dietary.  The  people  generally  and  in  particular  the 
children  seem  well  nourished,  active,  and  fit.  Adults  more  than 
children  perhaps  have  felt  any  effects  from  the  new  dietary ;  for 
instance,  a  fair  amount  of  gastro-intestinal  irritation  has  been 
apparent  among  the  adult  population.  The  change  to  a  more 
vegetarian  diet  than  that  to  which  we  have  so  long  been  accus¬ 
tomed  is  probably  responsible,  and  maybe  our  digestive  systems, 
habituated  as  they  have  been  to  the  refined  products  of  the  earth, 
take  not  kindly  to  the  rougher  ingredients  of  our  present-day  bills 
of  fare. 

There  is,  however,  one  remark  I  would  like  to  make  in 
passing.  Bread  made  from  the  new  flour  has  not  the  same 
degree  of  sapidity  in  every  case.  Some  of  it  is  quite  pleasant  to 
eat,  but  all  bakers  are  not  equally  successful  in  making  it  so. 
The  new  flour  is,  I  think,  a  real  challenge  to  bakers  to  produce  by 
the  mastery  of  their  craft  not  only  a  nourishing,  but  a  toothsome 
loaf  as  well.  I  would  urge  them  never  to  forget  that  palatability 
and  digestibility  are  closely  related  to  each  other. 
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Our  birth-rate  is  greater  and  our  death-rate  less  than  for  the 
preceding  year,  and  T  would  draw  your  attention  to  the  preponder¬ 
ance  of  male  over  female  births — an  occurrence  which  has  been 
noted  .many  times  during  war  periods.  I  drew  your  attention  to 
it  in  Ramsbottom  during  the  last  war. 

In  normal  times  males  are  born  in  the  proportion  of  104 
males  to  100  females,  but  during  the  year  under  review  the  pro¬ 
portion  is  125  males  to  100  females. 

Nobody  seems  to  be  able  to  explain  why  this  should  be  so  in 
war  time,  but  I  think  that  we  are  justified  in  assuming  that  the 
population  of  Ramsbottom  is  both  virile  and  militant. 

As  regards  notifiable  diseases,  you  will  observe  from  the 
tables  supplied  that  the  increase  on  the  preceding  year’s  total  is 
almost  accounted  for  by  the  epidemic  of  whooping  cough.  A  new 
table  is  introduced  for  comparisons  which  gives  at  a  glance  the 
number  of  notifications  received  for  each  year  since  1932. 

I  would  like  in  conclusion  to  thank  you  gentlemen,  and 
especially  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee,  for  your  interest 
and  help  in  all  matters  affecting  my  duties  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  also  my  fellow-officials  for  their  generous  assistance  in 
all  my  responsibilities.

Motor  Ambulances. — Two  are  provided  for  infectious  and  two 
for  non-infectious  cases. 

District  Nurses. — Two.  One  is  provided  by  the  Rams- 
bottom  Hospital  Committee  and  one  by  a  voluntary  Association 
at  Summerseat,  whose  services  are  restricted  to  the  Summerseat 
area.  No  district  nursing  is  undertaken  by  the  L.A. 

Hospitals.- — In  the  hospitals  of  Ramsbottom,  Bury,  and  Man¬ 
chester,  institutional  and  other  services  are  available  to  members 
and  their  dependents  of  the  local  Medical  Services  Association, 
which  includes  most  of  the  working  class  population.  For  those 
who  prefer  it  and  can  afford  the  cost  the  same  services  are  avail¬ 
able,  with  private  accommodation  in  single  bed  wards. 

Midwives. — Two  County  Council  midwives  serve  the  needs 
of  the  district,  and  the  District  Nurse  at  Summerseat  also  prac¬ 
tise  midwifery  in  that  area. 

Maternity  Homes. — Bury  Infirmary,  12  beds;  Jericho  Hos¬ 
pital,  24  beds;  Moorlands  Hospital,  Rawtenstall,  16  beds.  These 
Hospitals  undertake  ante-natal  supervision  and  are  well  patron¬ 
ised  by  our  expectant  mothers. 

Institutional  treatment  of  puerperal  sepsis  is  provided  at 
Florence  Nightingale  Hospital,  Bury. 

Orthopaedic. — Treatment  is  available  by  arrangement  with 
the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


Child  Welfare  Centre. — Now  under  County  management; 
is  as  serviceable  and  popular  as  ever. 

Sanitary  Circumstances. — The  public  water  supply  is,  as 
usual,  good  and  abundant,  but  private  supplies  continue  to  cause 
anxiety.  Of  four  samples  taken  from  private  supplies  and  sub¬ 
mitted  to  bacteriological  examination,  three  proved  to  be  unsatis¬ 
factory. 

Sewerage. — No  important  changes  during  the  year. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — No  action  in  regard  to  pollution  was 
taken,  and  no  report  of  pollution  of  river  or  streams  was  received 
at  the  Public  Health  Office. 

Bugs. — No  case  of  infestation  was  observed  during  the  year. 

Schools. — All  remain  satisfactorv,  except  Buckhurst.  The 
water  supply  to  Buckhurst  School  remains,  as  heretofore,  unsatis¬ 
factory. 

Housing. — No  houses  were  erected  during  the  year. 

As  regards  overcrowding,  no  cases  have  come  to  my  notice, 
and  what  little  there  may  have  been  must  now  be  considerably 
less,  since  nearly  all  evacuees  have  returned  whence  they  came. 

Clearance  Areas. — Three  such  areas,  comprising  29  houses, 
were  demolished. 

Food  Inspection. — See  Mr.  Barlow’s  report  for  details.  This 
is  carried  on  with  the  utmost  care  and  precision— the  absence  of 
any  report  of  a  case  of  food  poisoning  is  testimony  of  this  care 
and  precision.  Time  for  all  the  multifarious  duties  of  your 
officials  is  the  difficulty,  but  every  endeavour  is  made  to  fulfil  the 
provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugrs  Act,  1938,  and  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Order. 

Licences  C  ranted. — Two.  One  to  a  distributor  of  tubercular- 
tested  milk  and  one  to  a  distributor  of  pasteurised  milk. 

Infectious  Diseases. — See  tables  for  numbers  and  monthly 
incidences.  The  Hospital  at  Ainsworth  can  be  utilised  for  small¬ 
pox  when  required,  the  Florence  Nightingale  Hospital  at  Bury 
for  other  forms  of  infectious  diseases.  They  have  proved  amplv 
sufficient  for  our  needs  hitherto. 

Measles  occurred  in  epidemic  form  during  the  last  quarter  of 
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1040  and  the  first  quarter  of  1941.  It  was  of  a  mild  type,  and  no 
deaths  took  place. 

Whooping-  Cough  prevailed  in  epidemic  form  during  the 
middle  quarters  of  the  year  under  review.  This  also  was  of  a 
mild  type  and  one  death  only  was  recorded. 

Diphtheria. — Happily  also  of  a  mild  type  continued  the 
average  yearly  incidence  ratq,  Since  1936 — the  year  when  there 
was  a  sudden  increase  of  notifications  over  those  of  any  of  the 
preceding  six  years*— " There  were  31  notifications.  All  the  cases 
were  removed  to  Hospital. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  began  on  April  1st,  and  by 
the  end  of  the  year  32  sessions  had  been  held.  Over  one  thousand 
children  were  given  two  injections  of  alum  precipitated  toxid 
A.P.T.  at  these  sessions.  It  was  hardly  to  be  expected  that  this 
number  would  materially  reduce  the  incidence  for  this  year, 
although  the  tendency  is  in  that  direction.  We  have  every  reason 
to  believe,  however,  from  our  recent  experience  that,  as  more 
and  more  children  come  under  treatment,  the  incidence  of  this 
disease  will  become  less  and  less  until  I  trust  it  will  reach  the 
vanishing  point. 

I  would  like  all  parents  and  guardians  to  realise  the  menace 
diphtheria  is  to  child  life,  especially  when  it  uceuis  in  a  malignant 
form,  and  have  all  children  committed  to  their  charge  protected 
as  soon  as  possible  from  the  consequences  of  this  most  dangerous 
infection  by  immunisation  against  it.  Sessions  for  this  purpose 
are  held  from  time  to  time  at  the  school  clinic  in  Bridge  Street, 
kindly  lent  by  the  County  Council  Education  Authority.  The 
times  of  session  are  advertised  in  the  local  Press,  and  all  parents, 
etc.,  who  signify  at  the  Public  Health  Office  their  intention  to 
have  their  children  treated  will  receive  a  notice  by  post  when  to 
attend  at  the  next  session. 

Scabies. — There  have  been  many  cases  of  scabies  in  the 
district.  How  it  was  introduced  is  difficult  to  say,  but  such  a 
visitation  usually  takes  place  in  war-time  as  a  result  of  mass  move¬ 
ment  of  the  population.  Some  evacuees  to  our  area  were  tound 
to  be  suffering  from  the  disease  when  they  arrived.  25  evacuees 
and  9  residents  were  removed  to  hospital  for  treatment,  and  mam- 
more  cases  were  treated  at  home. 

Disinfection.— Disinfection  of  all  houses  is  carried  out  where 
an  infectious  disease  occurs,  measles  and  whooping  cough  ex¬ 
cepted,  irrespective  of  whether  the  case  is  removed  to  Hospital  or 
nursed  at  home,  and  the  method  is  by  formalin  spray  or  candles. 
85  houses  were  disinfected  in  1941.

Chief  Sanitary  Inspector, 

1941. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1941. 

The  report  is  again  in  condensed  form,  and  contains  only 
details  of  the  principal  activities  of  the  department  during  the 
year  without  elaboration. 

Housing  activities  have  been  more  or  less  at  a  standstill,  our 
energies  being  devoted  more  to  the  preservation  of  those  houses 
we  possess,  however  desirable  or  undesirable  they  may  be,  rather 
than  to  the  replacement  of  those  old  insanitary  dwellings  still 
remaining  in  our  midst. 

A  very  strenuous  effort  will  be  required  to  make  up  this 
leeway  immediately  hostilities  cease.  Plans  should  therefore  be 
prepared  now  in  order  that  they  may  be  put  into  operation  without 
delay  when  the  time  is  ripe.  In  the  meantime  the  remedying  of 
the  most  serious  nuisances  and  sanitary  defects  is  all  we  can 
hope  to  achieve. 

Another  matter  to  which  I  would  like  to  draw  attention  is 
Public  Cleansing.  Up  to  the  present  every  effort  has  been  made 
to  continue  the  regular  weekly  collection  of  dustbins.  The  time 
has  now  arrived,  however,  when,  owing  to  the  shortage  of  labour 
and  the  time  required  for  salvage  operations,  this  may  not  always 
be  possible.  I  desire  therefore  to  appeal  to  the  public  for  their 
forbearance  should  their  dustbins  not  be  emptied  on  the  usual  day. 

In  connection  with  salvage,  the  considerable  increase  in  the 
amount  of  waste  materials  recovered,  compared  with  the  previous 
year,  will  be  noted.  This  is  no  mean  achievement  for  a  town  the 
size  of  Ramsbottom,  and  I  beg  to  express  my  appreciation  to  those 
householders  who  have  co-operated  in  this  matter  and  also  to 
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the  men  engaged  in  this  service.  At  the  same  time  1  desire  to  again 
appeal  to  those  householders,  and  there  are  still  far  too  many, 
who  do  not  play  their  part  in  the  Salvage  Scheme.  Do  not  destroy 
your  useahle  waste  ;  keep  it  separate,  we  will  collect  it. 

To  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council  and  to  my 
fellow-officials,  1  again  express  my  thanks  for  their  confidence 
and  support.

METHOD  OF  COLLECTION. 

Collection  is  by  two  7  cubic  yard  S.D.  Freighters,  except  in 
the  Deeply  Vale  area,  where  the  work  is  let  out  by  contract  to  a 
local  farmer. 
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Every  effort  has  been  made  to  ensure  a  weekly  collection  of 
dustbins  and  pail  closets,  although  this  has  been  very  difficult 
owing  to  the  many  calls  now  made  on  the  men’s  time  in  connection 
with  salvage  operations.  Ashpits  and  privy  middens  are  emptied 
as  required. 


METHOD  OF  DISPOSAL. 

Disposal  of  house  refuse  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping. 
Two  tips  were  in  operation  during  the  year,  situate  at  Miller 
Street,  Summerseat,  and  Blackburn  Road,  Edenfield. 

The  contents  of  pail  closets  are  emptied  into  the  sewer.

SALVAGE  OF  MATERIALS. 

The  present  emergency  has  rendered  the  recovery  of  all 
useable  waste  materials  a  vital  necessity.  This  matter  is  in  fact 
one  of  the  major  functions  of  the  department  at  the  present  time. 
Although  a  salvage  scheme  has  been  in  operation  in  the  district 
since  1936,  it  cannot  be  compared  with  the  operations  of  the 
present  day.  A  number  of  materials  which  could  not  be  disposed 
of  when  the  scheme  was  first  launched  'are  now  in  urgent  demand. 

The  materials  recovered  during  the  financial  year  ended  31st 
March,  1942,  amounted  to  361  tons  9-cwts.  93-lbs.,  and  the  income 
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received  from  their  sale  was  £1,185  11s.  8d.  This  is  a  con¬ 

siderable  increase  on  the  previous  year,  when  the  figures  were 
272  tons  1-cwt.  18-lbs.,  and  the  income  £766  4s.  4d.
